And this 
year's corn crop will largely de- 
termine the size of the "nation's 
meat supply in 19'IS. 


A smaller meat supply would 


hit consumers hardest in the sum- 
mer since that is the season when 
livestock 
marketings 
normally 


drop to their lowest level. 


The department said the heat 


wave, which has gripped the mid- 
western corn belt since late July, 
had cut corn prospects from 2 - 
770,000,000 on July 15 to 2,437,- 
000,000 bushels by August 15 — 
a decline of 333,000.000.

The latest estimate did not take 


Into account damage which may 
have been caused by the hot wea- 
ther since mid-August, or the pos- 
sibility that the crop may be of 
poor feeding and keeping quali- 
ty.

Eviction Questions 


Up to Local Courts 


Questions about evictions can- 


not be authoritatively answered at 
the area rent office these days, 
citizens of Dixon were reminded 
today by Philip O. Driscoll, Area 
Rent Director. 


"Forgetting that local courts 


now have complete jurisdiction in 
eviction matters, people continue 
to consult us on the suject," Dris- 
coll said, 


"We are happy 
to advise on 


anything within the jurisdiction of 
the rent office, but a 'person in- 
conveniences himself by directing 
to us nowadays any queries on 
evictions. These should go to the 
courts". 


He explained that the change 


came when the new rent law be- 
came effective on July 1. 


Specific 
protections 
against 


evictions are contained in the new 
law, but eviction controls are en- 
forced only by local courts, he 
added. 


"The courts now determine the 


Waiting period which must elapse 
before tenants can be evicted when 
a house is 
sold", said 
Driscoll. 


"The waiting period under the old 
rent law, established by the rent 
office, ranged from four to six 
months. 


"Evictions to allow occupancy 


by others arc limited by the new 
federal law to immediate personal 
occupancy by the buyer 
or the

New Advantages in 


Law on Securities 


Springfield, 111 — Greater ad- 


vantages to the investor as well 
as to the trade are provided in the 
new amendments to the Illinois 
Securities law as it governs se- 
curities of investment companies, 
Secretary of State Edward J. Bar- 
rett said today. 


The amendments, he said, mod- 


ernize the law by discarding out- 
moded requirements which 
had 


worked to the disadvantage of the 
Illinois investor. 


Among the improvements re- 


sulting from the new provisions, 
Secretary Barrett cited elimina- 
tion of the "approved list", 
a 


regulatory control which he said 
was justified in the early days 
but is now superseded by superior 
restrictive requirements under the 
Federal Investment Company Act. 
The former requirement of the 
"approved list", he explained, of- 
ten precluded portfolio additions 
that would have been advantag- 
eous to the public investor. 


Another change in the law of in- 


terest to purchasers of investment 
company securities 
provides a 


more flexible formula for deter- 


mining asset values and the re- 
lated offering 
and 
liquaditing 


prices. The new formula, accord- 
ing to the Secretary, ia expected 
to provide more rapid reflection 
of changes in market values and 
to reduce the dilution of existing 
portfolio values. 


Still another amendment clari- 


fies the law to permit registration 
of shares of a certain type of trust, 
heretofore precluded by techni- 
cal wording of the Illinois law. 
thus offering a broadened field 
of selection for investors.
